Some way south of the Zambesi rirer 


there is a Inrge region, extending from 
the sea nearly 400 miles inland, and 
300 to 400 miles toward the south, in 
which ruins are constantly being dis- 
c'overed. proving that iu prehistoric 
times the country way inhabited by a 
civilized people. 
To-day only the 


rudest black tribes inhabit this land, 
save in a few places where the Portxi- 
guese have established stations. The 
Tittle bee-hive huts of the natives are 
Been among massive ruins betokening 
a degree of architectural skill which 
rivals that of the ancient Aztecs. Our 
knowledge of these ruins is still far 
from perfect. Our earliest records of 
travels and trade on the east African 
coast, extending back to the beginning 
of the Christian era, do not mention 
them. Only in recent years have the 
travels of Selous, Erskine, Mauoh, 
Balnea, Mohr and O'Neill revealed to us 
the monumental evidence this country 
contains. 


The coast town Sofala is shown on all 


maps of East Africa. 
Near that town 


Carl Mauch found extensive ruins re- 
markable for their enduring nature and 
strange shapes. There are partly ruined 
walls, still thirty feet high and twelve 
feet wide at the base, built of small 
hewn blocks of granite. 
In 
these 


walls, some times fifteen to twenty 
feet from the ground, 'are imbedded 
one end 
of blocks of stone eight- 


een 
to 
twenty .feet 
long, which 


were evidently used to support galler- 
ies. Here and there, built In the walls 
or standing by themselves, are round 
stone towers -which evidently rose to 
heights of thirty to fifty feet. Similar 
masses of masonry are found as far as 
three hundred and fifty miles inland 
and a little north near the coast. 


It is not positively known yet who 


built these ancient structures. No 
trained archosologist has visited them, 
and no search has yet been made for 
the inscriptions, though O'Neill says 
he has no doubt x'rom what he has re- 
cently hoard that there are numerous 
inscriptions on the ruins about Manica. 
All these ruins are surrounded by sur- 
face gold mines. It is believed that all 
this country was occupied some time 
before the Christian era by a great 
colony, probably of Phoenician origin, 
and that its chief occupation was gold 
mining. 


Mr. O'Neill says that these numerous 


ruins arc nearly as well preserved as 
those of Assyria. 
Some day, no doubt, 


they will be systematically studied. 
Their existence shows conclusively that 
a large region in inner Africa, now 
given up to savage men and wild beasts 
was subject many centuries ago to the 
control of a people who were consider- 
ably advanced in the arts of oiviliza- 
tinn.—A'. J". N»/».

Probably the oldest violin in Ulster 


County is owned by John (Jocllev, of 
Koiulout. It was manufactured in the 
year 1C06 in Germany. 
The old violin 


has a strange history. 
In 1820 the sex- 


ton of an ancient rloisti'i- in Germany 
found a violin in the garret of the 
building. 
It was covered with dust and 


cobwebs. 
On the box was the dale and 


the maker's name. The sexton, being 
somewhat of a musician, discovered 
that the instrument 
lie found was 


a valuable one. lie took it to young 
Goeller's grandfather, who was a good 
friend of his, and a noted musician, in 
that part of Germany, and said: 


"Professor, 
here is an instrument 


that I found in the cloister garret. Its 
intrinsic! value I know not, but that it 
is worth a large sum f. am convinced. 
I give it lo yon on one condition, and 
that is you will promise me never to lot 
it go out of the (Joeller family." 
.. The • professor promised, and 
the 


violin changed ownership. 
Just, pre- 


vious to the old professor's death, iu 
liermany, he sent the. violin to hi-j son, 
George Goellcr, now nt' Kondout, but 
at that time living in New York and 
(ilaying in the orchestra 
at. the old 


Chatham Street Theater. 
One night a 


message reached Mr. Goeller at the 
theater that the house where IIP lived 
was on lire. His lirst thought was of 
Uie. old violin, which wns in his bed- 
room. He made his way to the house 
and 
found 
the 
lion<o 
iu 
flames. 


Nothing daunted, and ,,.ut 
the risk 


of his life, he rushed into the burn- 
ing building. 
A cry of horror arose 


from the crowd in the street, who were 
sure that he had gone to his death. 
A 


minute later Mr. Goeller, blackened 
and scorched by smoke and flame, 
emerged from the hnuse, bearing in his 
hand Ihe pri/.od instrument. 
He sank 


exhausted 
to 
the sidewalk. 
A by- 


stander, seeing what Mr. Goeller had 
risked his life for, exclaimed: 


"I'm a fool if the man didn't run the 


risk of being burned to death for an old 
liddle." 


Mr. Goeller believes to this day that 


the man who uttered the words had no 
music in his soul. 
Ole Bull heard of 


the violin, and made an 
efl'ort to 


purchase it. He was told that the in- 
strument was not for sale. 
After Mr. 


Goeller moved to Romlont and bis son 
John was large enough to handle a 
bow, be presented to him the instru- 
ment, with the same instructions that 
his fattier had given him, never to letit 
go out of Ihe Goeller family.—Kingston 
f.V. }'.)
